The 
facts of the case in brief as pleaded by the workman are 
that he was employed as Accountant with the 
Employer- Party II ( for short, " employer " ) -w.e.f: 1-8-91 . 
That on 24-2-97 the employer issued to him a letter 
wherein his salary was reduced and his salarý structure 
was also changed and when the workman declined to 
give in writing his acceptance to the said letter he was 
issued a letter dated 28-2-97 by the employer terminating 
his services w.e.f. 1-3-97. That at the time of termination 
ofhis services he was not given one month s notice nor 
he was paid retrenchment compensation nor a seniority 
list was prepared by the employer and also the principle 
of " First come, last go " was not followed . The workman 
therefore claimed that termination of his service is in 
violation of the provisions of Sec . 257, 25G and 25H of the 
Industrial Disputes Act , 1947. That by letter dated 
14-3-97 the workman made a demand on the employer 
for his reinstatement in service with full back wages 
and continuity in service and also raised a dispute before 
the Labour Commissioner, Goa . That the conciliation 
proceedings held by Asst . Labour Commissioner, ended 
in failure and failure report was submitted to 
Government. The workman contended that since 
termination of his service is illegal and unjustified he is 
entitled to reinstatement in service with full back wages 
and continuity in service .

5. Affter the issues were framed the case was fixed for 
the evidence of the workman . Accordingly , one Shri 
Visitacao D Costa examined himself on behalf of the 
workman as a power of Attomey holder. His examination 
in chief was partly recorded and subsequently since 
inspite of the opportunites given he did not appear his 
evidence was closed and also the evidence of the 
workman was closed . 


6. My findings on the issues are as follows : 


: 


termination of service of the workman with effect from 
1-3-97; no dispute was raised before the conciliation 
officer in respect of termination and the workman is not 
a " Workman " as defined u /s2(s ) of the Industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947. The employer stated that its 
establishment being a small establishment the work 
available in the Accounts Section was very less and 
there was no sufficient work for two persons in the 
Accounts Section and therefore it was decided to 
restructure the accounts department. The employer 
stated that accordingly on restructuring it was found 
that there was no need of a ſull fledged accountant in 
the establishment and therefore it was decided to 
retrench the services of the Accountantwho was surplus 
to the requirement. The employer stated that accordingly 
vide notice dated 28-2-97 the workman was informed 
that his services are no longer required w.e.f. 1st March 
1997 and the workman accepted the said notice under 
protest. The employer stated that subsequent to the 
issue of the letter dated 28-2-97 the workman wrote a 
letter dated 14-3-97 contending that he was not given 
one month s notice, retrenchment compensation and 
that seniority list was not displayed on the notice board . 
The employer stated that on receipt of the said letter as 
per the advice of their advocate the workman was 
informed vide letter dated 29-3-97 that in order not to 
leave any scope for controversy in the matter of 
retrenchment the employer would treat him as if in 
employment till 31-3-97 and thus the letter of 
termination dated 28-2-97 was revoked and the services 
of the workman were retrenched w.e.f. 1-4-97 . The 
employer stated that along with the said letter dated 
29-3-97 a cheque for Rs. 41982 which included the salary 
for the month of March 1997, notice pay , pay in lieu of 
encashment of leave to the credit of the workman , 
retrenchment compensation and gratuity was sent and 
the workman received the said cheque and encashed 
the same on 9-4-97. The employer stated that since the 
termination order dated 28-2-97 was revoked vide letter 
dated 29-3-97 there was no issue of termination from 
1-3-97. The employer stated that at the time of 
termination vide letter dated 29-3-97, the employer had 
also sent an application ir Form " P " under rule 76 to the 
appropriate Government intimating the action of 
retrenchment of the workman from 1-4-97.

7. Issue Nos. 3 & 4 : In the written statement the 
employer had taken the defence that the reference made 
by the Government is not maintainable because no 
dispute was raised by the workman before the 
conciliation officer in respect of his termination and that 
infact there was no termination of service of the 
workman w.e.f. 1-3-97: The employer had also raised the 
defence that the workman is not " Workman " under Sec . 
2 (s ) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947. Since it is the 
employer who had raised the issue that the reference is 
not maintainable and that the workman is not a 
" Workman " within the meaning of Sec . 2 ( s ) of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 , the burden was on the 
employer to prove the same by adducing evidence . In 
the present case opportunity was given to the employer 
to lead evidence on the above said issues. However, no 
evidence was led by the employer. In the absence of any 
evidence it cannot be held that the reference is not 
maintainable or that the workman is not a " Workman " 
within themeaning of Sec .

ORDER 


It is hereby held that the action of the management 
of M /s .

It is hereby further 
held that the workman Shri Redence D Costa is not 
entitled to any relief. 


of victimisation . In support of the contention of the 
workman , one Shri Visitacao D Costa was examined as a 
Power of Attorney holder of the workman . After his 
examination in chief which was partly recorded . on 
1-6-99 the said witness did not appear though several 
opportunities were given and ultimately the evidence of 
the workman was closed. Since Shri Visitaco D Costa the 
Power of Attorney holder ofthe workman did not appear 
affter his examination in chief was partly recorded and 
did not subject himself for cross examination by the 
employer, his entire deposition is liable to be discarded . 
Infact in the course of his examination in chief the said 
witness produced only the Power of Attorney executed 
in his favour by the workman and except that he did not 
depose anything on the facts of the case or in support 
of the contentions of the workman . The Allahabad High 
Court in the case of V. K. Raj Industries v / s Labour Court 
reported in 1981(29) FLR 194 has held that if the party 
challenges the validity of an order the burden lies on 
him to prove the illegality of the order and if no evidence 
is produced the Party invoking the jurisdiction must fail . 
The High Court has further held that if the workman 
fails to appear or to file written statement or to produce 
evidence the dispute referred by the Government cannot : 
be answered in favour of the workman and he will not 
be entitled to any reliefs . Same principles are laid down 
by the Bombay High Court of Panaji Bench in the case 
of V.K.S. Engg ., Services v / s Industrial Tribunal, Goa , 
Daman and Diu reported in FJR , Vol. 71, page 393. The 
Bombay High Court has held that the obligation to lead 
evidence to establish an allegation is on the party 
making the allegation the test being that he who does 
not lead evidence must fail . The same principles are also 
laid down by the Delhi High Court in the case of UCO 
Bank v / s Presiding Officer reported in 2001 CLR 105 .
